From tlio New York Times of tho 20th we 
get the following: 

OHIOIN OF THE EIRE. 

The lirt^ nccurrml about 15 minutes p.iat 7 
A. .M,, and was caujicd liy an explosion on 
l)oaril ot lilt! i^clhioiier Alfred Barrett, Capt. 
Ki'lly, I'l liarii-iabic, .^las^, wilh a cargo ol 
1,039 biirrels of cnnle oil, the gas arising 
Ironi it became igiiiled by the ligluing of a 
march in tho lore holo of the vessel. There 
were on board tour persona — the captain, 
ma e, and two of tliu crow, three of whooi 
were burned to death — one of tlie crew es- 
caping with probably fatal injuries. 

TI]E riHE. 

The firo spread to all parts of the ve,=iel 
in a moment, and the flames shot np into 
the air to a great distance. The deck load 
consisted of about 300 barrels of oil, a por- 
tion of which was blown on tbo pier, bnd 
tlie balance into the ship oo tho euuth side 
of tho oil dock. Id a very ibort space of 
time the ignited oil spread over a large 
suif.ice of water, burning must furiously, 
surrounding ligliters and other cralc wiihin 
tliii slip and riuidering escapa almost itii|)i.)s- 
sible. At this tiino tho ebb tido had just 
turnud, and the buri;ing oil was earned 
along under the pier to tho cotton and tobac- 
co dock next northward, which was also 
8000 in flumes, together with a o amber of 
lighters loaded with oil. The fire next 
broke out among some cars on tho pier ol 
ll.o Now York and Erie Railway, some of 
which containud large tanks filled wilti 
crudo oil, and from thence it spread to some 
.S.OOU or 10,000 barrels ul oil piled up be- 
tv/ecn ttie tracks. Tne llamos snot up into 
the air from '200 to 300 t»jel, and tliu euioke 
rolled op in dense black clouds. 

A general alarm naving been sounded, tho 
entire Firu Department of Jersey City were 
promptly on the gruund, and were subsu- 
(|iieiitly folluwod by the Fire Dcparimunt ul 
lliilioken, riuuson Oily, Bergen and Union 
Hill. Tbe heat was intense, and the cflaris 
ot tlio liiemeu to combat tho flames were ot 
itilu or no avail, except lo save soma of 
tlie burning cars, a pur;ion of tliu railway 
pier, and the large Ireiubl depot, about 300 
leet distant, southward. 

There were about 2.i0 freight cars on tijo 
pier, mostly empty, wiili tba o.xceptioii ol a 
few loaded wiin oats and o ooapio with 
tanks filled witfi oil. With a couple of loco- 
motives the einployocs'succetdep in buuling 
away over 20O cars, soma of them enveloped 
in flame.H, ai d only about 30 cars were des- 
troyed. One of tlio liicomotives was backed 
down Ihriumh a ."lieet ol ll unes lo.- the pur- 
po.-^e ot hauling out a tram ol eara, but tbe 
iirst ear btiug on tire, they wero obliijed to 
abandon ttir alicin|)l. A .-Iron;,' lurco ul iiieo, 
buwevur, succeeded in rolling t!ic ^ ars out ol 
the way of danger, and the lire upon tliein 
was extioguisbod. jNleantimo several tuw- 
boals were employed hauling out such ves- 
sels as were on fire. An attempt was made 
to haul out two ships lying at tho end of the 
cotlon and tobacco dock, but it was unsuc- 
ee.-slul in eoiisi'i|Uein-e ot the low tide: 

Ainoii;; the cialt burned w.is an Kiiu can- 
al-boat, wliieh was lying in the slip, aljout 
iiiulway on ihi! s.iiuh sido of tlio ml doek. 
l^lr^oll.^ employed about tho piera and on the 
ve.--ols .-ilaio thai there uere nu board llie 
oa|iiain, Ins wile, lour or live children, and a 
servant girl, all ol whom undoubleiJIv [ler- 
is.^ed in tbe flumes, as oo one was seen lo 
leave the boat, nliiuh Has erivolii|)ed in 
lliiiiies and smoko almost immodialoly alter 
the lire broke i;ul. Tho name ol the bout or 
till! persons who pcri.ihed upuii it was un- 
known 10 all. 'I'lie oil and eotion docks, each 
8(10 feet in leogiti, and llie laltL!r covered 
Willi a Iraiiit) building, wero totally cleHlroyud. 

During yesterd ly al least 30,l.lUU people 
vi.-iiod tne seene of tlie ilijii.<ter, Irurii .Jer- 
sey Oily and vicinity. New VorU, Urooklyn, 
aud elsewhere. Many rumors and oxagt;i)r- 
atcd stories were afloat, but the writer, who 
Was on llie ground nearly all il.iy, and a.s 
lab' a-- d'cIoc!; in the evuniiig, bi'liovus the 
above blateinenl to be verv nearly eurrnct.
